On Lhe domestic pollcy scene Selırbder 
has managed to boost tho respect of 
frlend and foe alike for hina by the noble 
manner in which he took two severe 
defeats, firstly for election as presidenl 
and secondly election to tlie Bundestag 
presidency, ا‎ 

His carefully weighed-up and „always 
well tempered statements have earned 
him the repulation of a fair and respon- 
sible statesman, Le has long since lhrown 
off the aggressiveness that marked his 
years in the Ministry of the Interior. 

Joint efforts, particularly in the sphere 
of foreign policy have always struck hin 
as more essential than irreconcilable po- 
larlsation. ' 

Schrdder is, therefore, a glowing exam- 
ple of the modern çonşervative since he 
never Jooşes his sense of proportion and 
always keeps an open mind about vital 
new ideas, 

Without doubt Gerhard Schréder is a 
man who’ often makes ît unnecessarily

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Many American observers came to 
consider Bonn’s Eastern policy to be less 
a contribution to detente than a welcome 
initiative (from Moscow’s point of view) 
making the Kremiln feel attempts to 
bring about a relaxation of tension with 
Washington in terms of nuclear agree- 
ments and a peace settlement in the 
Middle East and elsewhere to be less 
urgent, 

What, then, is the situation as regard- 
detente? Can it still be regarded as a 
characteristic of the present international 
Political scene or are we well on the way 
to a return to cold war? 


The limited range of detente formulas 
has at all events become apparent, Little 
has been achieved in the way of progress, 
In the final analysis detente, like peace, is 
indivisible, 


Washington and Moscow still have the 
last word and the climate of opinion 
between these two has taken a turn for 
the worse. 


The most specific contribution to- 
wards relaxation of tension between the 
blocs may well have been Bonn’s as yet 
unratifled treaties with Moscow and War- 
saw, eliminating as they do a possible local 
trouble spot by means of painful acis of 
renunciation on this country’s Part, 


But even they can only be effective as a 
contribution to detente in world terms 
Provided developments In East-West rola. 
tions progress accordingly in other sectors 
too. 


In the long run it is inconceivable that a 
further-reaching relaxation of tension be- 
tween the Federal Republic of Germany 
and its neighbours to the East might be 
accompanied by a reactivation or inten 
sification of tension between the Soviet 
Union and the United States or even a 
return to Cold War, 

As long as this is the case a trend that 
threatens to undermine the foundations of 
the modest target of detente in world 
affairs can only be viewed'with'anxiety:

Detente in world affairs still 
seems a long way off 


which following the non-proliferation 
treaty that had just come into force were 
to bring about a substantlal limitation of 
the nuclear arms race, They were the first 
official and exclusively bilateral talks of 
their kind between world powers. 


The withdrawal of American troops 
from the Far East was under way and talk 
of troop reductions in Europe was also 
viewed 8s a part of detente, 

Last but not least this country’s policy 
towards the Eastern Bloc brought Bonn 
into line with its allies following frequent 
laments that this was not the case, 


Yet when the second half of thie year 
drew to a close a great deal looked 
altogether different. The Salt talks had 
led to no result and onl 4

nuclear limitations at best, 

US and Nato E had be to 
Warn against a growing military imbalance 
betweer the bocs to the West's dis. 

Far-reaching US troop cuts in 
Europe are no longer on the cards and 
European members of Nato are icreas- 
ingly being called upon to boost their 
own defence outlay, 

Despite the advance concessions made 
by the United States Vietnam is no nearer 
Peace. The Middle East situation has 
worsened and continued Soviet arms 
supplies to Arab countries have been fol 
lowed by American deliveries to Israel, 


At the same time the repercussions of 
the attendant increase in Soviet naval 
presence ‘in the Mediterranean first made 
İts presence firmly felt after Mr Nixon's 
vislt to Italy, President Tito, the.

Relaxation of tension could mean a 
great deal, though, smoothing the path 
or something more specific and sub- 
stantial.

1970- UNESCO-sponsored Education 
Year highlighted the issues 


FE oation Year is behind us. Jt was 

introduced by tIıe UNESCO director 
general René Maheu in January 1970, All 
countries ard peoples were to make a 
special effort in this field, 

Minister Hans Leussink replied that the 
policy stalement of the new government 
stressed that education and science stood 
at the top of the list of reforms that were 
10 be carried out in the Federal Republic, 

Looking at the past year in the light of 
such high aims and expectations, the 
results. are modest, Comparing the result 
with the resulis of past years, there has 
been some progress in 1970, 

It was altogether a year of education. 
Educational issues occupied people — in 
our country at least — more tlıan aver 

before, 

„ Apart from anti-authoritarlan educa- 
tion that achicved greater importance as 
material for cocktail party conversations 
than in practice, there was a lot of 
discussion on lwo subjects — pre-school 
education and career training. 

At present one and a half million

Building trade 
views 1971 with 
trepidations 


is year is likely to be another 

troubled tıvelve mornıtlıs for the build- 

ing trade, according to tlie latest news- 
letter published by the industry's central 
association. 

The newsletter says that last year tle 
induslry had the worst of both worlds 
with no boom of its own, but detrimental 
side effects from the overheated condi- 
tions in other industrial sectors of tlie 
economy. 

There wus continued fierce competition 
whicll meant thal souring costs could: 
only to a limited extent be passed off in 
higher prices. ln addition to this many of 
this country's best cualificd workers iir 
ihe trade went over {u branches of 
industry {hal were in a better stale of 
henlth and tho building tre lost sone of 
its most reliable hands. 

Already the industry is faced wih 
further cost incruases following prico rises 
in publie sevice orginisitions, which give 
the building tude approximalely sixty 
per cent of its commissions. 

Acconding Lo Ihe centrul assuclation of 
the building trade before contracts can be 
cumpleted supplementary charges have 
already been swallowed up by price rises. 
This means that output in Lhe building 
trade is not likely to increase greatly tluis 

ear. 

Harslı criticism is lovelled at the Bin- 
desbank for not considering releasing {lie 
economic brakes a little. The building 
trade spokesmen consider that the Bun- 
desbank should start doing some long 
term planning now, Tlıis applies partic- 
ularly to credit policies and interest rales 
which always nced time to take effect. 

Great uncertainty overshadows the 
road-building sector of the industry this 
year. The road-building progranıme has 
fallen so far behind what. has been 
planned and what is required that thoue 
sands of millions of Marks are required to 
make up the lost ground. 

To keep up with tlıe increased numbers 
of cars: that are being put on the roads 
over 400 thoıısand million Marks would 
be needed at: today's prices. The price 
index for road-building which was always 
under 100 from 1962 to 1969 will toucli 
120 tluis year. 

This increase cannot in the long run be 
covered by increased productivity, The 
building trade is, moreover, forced to 
complete long-standing contracts at fixed 
prices in the face of vastly increased 
costs. 

Apart from wages material cosis have 
also risen, the central association com- 
plains.

Wild cats 
in the back

S miling apologetically Walter Scheffel, 
a 46-year-old tax adviser said: ‘Well, 


others collect stamps.” Behind his bune 
alow in Bischofsheim, near Frankfurt, 
ir Scheffel has the largest, private park 
for wild animals in Europe. 

Mr Scheffel had a famous ancestor, the 
Romantic poet Viktor von Scheffel 
(1826-1886) who was fond of cats. 
Walter Scheffel is also a cat fan but he 
does not confine himself to the little 
furry, purring creatures, He has four 
tigers and 41 other wild cats, Every zoo 
in the world envles him this collection, 
for Walter Scheffel, his wife Inge and 
22-year-old son Viktor breed only 
thoroughbred animals, 


In zoological gardens including Profes. 
sor Grzimek’s Frankfurt collection there 
are only hybrid tigers, panthers and 
leopards, 

Zoo directors and animal behaviour 
scientists look e the private zoo in 
Bischofsheim witht its heated cages as the 
Mecca of wild animal breeding, 

The Scheffels do not breed lions. They 
say: “The king of the animals is too 
common for us to bother with." 

Their’ house in Löwenseestrasse, a name 
that Just by chance is reminiscent of; lions, 
might well. be silluated somewherg in 
Africa; ' the property of 2 well-to-do 
farmer from the point of view of its 
architecture, the decorative plants that 
grow titere, the Italian columns and the 
palm trees that surround it, 

However, Walter Scheffel was born in 
the nearby township of Dornighcim on 
the Main. He has never seen Africa or the 
wide world, 

ln fact he has not had a holiday for 
years, He spends his whole time from 
morn tll night and at the weekend when 
his assistant Werner Thiel, 34, is free, 
looking after the big cats, 

“When I was a boy I grew fond of cats, 
We always had one in the house,” he says 
stroking the Siberlan tiger, Rajah, born 
on 6 February 1968 at Moscow Zoo. 
Rajah likes to be stroked, murmurs like a 
little pussy, rolls over on the floor, licks 
Mr Scheffel's hand and playfully seizes 
his arm. 


This idyllic picture is misleading. The 
animal weighs cloge on 800 pounds and 
its full height is just over eleven feet, 

Rajah would tear a stranger to bits, 
When a frlend clapped Walter Scheffe! on 
the shoulder in a friendly manner the 
tiger went wild, thinking its master was 
being attacked. That same friend can still
